Bridge Construction, 

During the past season, 1908, 4 
much larger number of bridges, as 
well as some very large and import- 
ant structures, have been undertaken 
and completed. 429 structures wer 
dealt with during the year, 334 of 
whieh were new structures and 145 re 
constructed or repaired. Among the 
bridges worthy of special mention are: 

Bridge over the South Saskatehe- 
wan River at Medicine Hat, the con- 
struetion of which was commenced in 
the latter part of 1996 and completed 
and opened for traffic in May of last 
yéenr, consisting of five 180 feet stee! 
spans with 20 foot roadway and six 
foot sidewalk. 

Bridge over the Bow River, south

structures.

Fieldhoime, on the Red Deer Riv 
near, Carbon, on the Red Deer Riv 
west of Olds, on the Bow River south 
of Strathmore. and the ferry operat +d 
heretofore at Medicing Hat not being 
required ‘on aeeount of the  com- 
pletion of bridge, was moved up the 
river and installed at a point near 
Bow Island. In view of the fact tha! 
it is found impossrble to immediately 
construct all bridees required at im 
portant points on the large streams. 
we are endeavoring as tar as possible 
to meet the traffic demands by in 
stalling ferries as ¢ first means of 
meeting the requirements. The ex 
penditure incurred in connection with 
the construct’'on and = vperation o 
ferries amounted to $18,287.56, 

Fight hundred and — thirty-eig't 
miles of fireguerd were plowed or 1e- 
plowed during the season at a cost of 
$4,191.87. ‘Tenders for plowing wor 
called early in the season and wi 
received a better response than in 
previous wear. With very few ex- 
ceptions, all the guards advertized 
were plowed or replowed, as the case 
may be. 

In view of the pressing demand 
for water supply in seme portions 
particularly in the ‘south-east part o 
the provinee, an effort was made to 
render all possible assistance by way 
of sinking test wells on road allow- 
ances. where, if water obtained, a 
well is then of service to the ad- 
iacent community and at the same 
time it is determined if water i 
available and at what depth, While 
the results have not in all cases been 
satisfactory, we have been fortunat:

Exhibits Outside Province. 

In addition to answering all kinds 
of enquiries regarding the settlement 
of the province and supplying the 
handbook, the department has made 
exhibits of the resources of the pro- 
vince at outside points, such as the 
Dominion Exhibition at Halifax, at 
Sherbrooke, Quebec, and last year at 
Calgary. Also at Toronto and Lon- 
dou exhibitioas for iwo seasons 
These exhibits have been wnique and 
attracted a good deal of attention 
‘The Jast one made at Toronto last 
September was voted the most at- 
tractive exhibit on the exhibition 
grounds. 

Agricultural Education. 

The Department has followed a pro- 
gressive policy all the way through 
with regard to agricultural education, 
This policy has been to educate the 
farmer now on the land rather than 
his sen. The work of an agricultural 
college in many ways has been taken 
direct to the farmers. As the years 


roll on the demand for an agricul- 
tural college and the need for one 
will become greater. In the mean- 


time, to meet this situation, the gov- 
ernment has arranged to pay the rail- 
way fare and non-residential tuilion 
fee of everv young man desiring to 
take a course at a Canadian agricul- 


tural college, that is, at either the 
Manitoba Agricultural College, the 
Ontario Agricultural College or the 


MacDonald Agricultura! College at St. 
Annes de Bellevue, Quebee. = This 
practically puts the students on a 
better footing than they would be if 
the provinee had a college of ils 
own, beeause the students are able 
to take all the benetits to be derived 
from a large, better equipped institu- 
tion than would be possible for this 
government to establish at the pre- 
sent time, Just as soon ae the num- 
ber of stadents going east is such as 
to warrant it, a college will be es- 
tablished, At present there are four 
young men taking advantage of this 


offer, and from present indications 
this number will the considerably 
inereased for another year, 
Asvicultural Societies. 

When the provinee was formed 
there were 16 agricultural societies 
and dour exhibition associations. 
There are now 88 agricultural socie- 


ties and five exhibition associations 
The grants paid to agricultural socic 
ties in WOO6 were $8,461.86; in 1907, 
$14.550.45 and in 1908, $20,396.49 

Under the Agricultural Societies’ 
Act assistance is given to winter 
poultry shows-—limit $300 each; seed 
grain fairs, limit $100 each, and mor- 
ticultural shows, limit $300 exch.

Fruit Experiment Stationa—Tt is 4 
well known fact that the «mall fruits 
do well throvghout the proyvines, such 
as raspberries. currants, gooseberries. 
saskatoons and cranberries. The sue- 
cess with larger fruits has not been 8o 
marked, but indivdual farmers have 
been sueeessful in growing some 
varieties of avptes, plums and crab 
apples in various sections of the set- 
tled portion of the province. This 
being the case, it is a question whe- 
ther the failure is due to climatic 
conditions, to ignorance of the pro- 
per method of caring for and handling 
of the trees, or to the suitableness of 
the varieties. All these three ques- 
tions enter into the situetion, but it 
is confidently believed that the ques- 
tion of soik moisture and the conse- 
cuent cultivation and handling of the 
trees has more to do with their suc- 
cess than anvthing else. The govern- 
ment, therefore, decided to establish 
fruit experiment stations in different 
ports of the province, at which differ- 
ent varieties of trees are being test 
ed as to their suiteblity Different 
methods of cultivation, planting and 
handling the trees will be followed in 
order to ascertain the tre conditions 
under which the larger fruits should 
be cultivated. A few facts have 
been more or less definitely ascertain- 
ed, but it is, as yet. too soon to draw 
any definite conclusions regarding th:
